POLITrCS AND THE SCHOOLS. 

Nothiug tlint has appeiirod in thi,' city 
press for a loug time Ihih cuusi'd ii more 
general expression of rcyret luul Jisuiiprolm- 
tion Uion the loaditig lutiole in our ostoemoil 
uioiuiug contemponuy of yustorJiiy. Iii 
ihiit artiolo au oU'ort in luatle to iuipnrt a 
political color lo tLu good-natured and 
liiuudly contest about to be waged by cer- 
tain oiidzena for tke position of school 
trbsteo. A.mong the oimdidates is Mr. 
lliRgiiis, the editor of The Colonist, and 
our ustotmud coutuiujiuniry [)rofusHL'S to 
discern iu tluit fact u plot uu tlio of 
tlui local ,1,'ovoriniieut to control the school 
boiird. Whut poasiblt' lulvaiiUige ihu gov- 
enimout would Ht'uiiro from thu prcsout'O of 
their friemls o:l the board wo cannot ima- 
yiue; nor ciiii we uuderslund why the mere 
fact oi a citizen being a supporter of the 
governmout should act as a bar to the be- 
Htowul of a mark of coulidouce by his fellow- 
oitizeus iu a dopartmout which ia, or ought 
to be, ettaeutially uoa-political iu its charac- 
ter, AVe are not ashauieil to say that thu 
free school policy of the present goviTii- 
ment meets with our approbatiou. lJurinj,' 
the time Ihey havo boon in ollico they have 
roforiued Iht; .sjKtcm; liuvc preserved. 
Htreiigtheiitd ami enhiiyed the high, inter- 
mediutu and jiriiiiavy departuicnts; havo 
■.formed ninny new school districts and 
erected a large imiiiber of schoolhouses iu 
'BectioUH of the country whuro there were 
uo educatiouul facilities when the SmitUo 
ministry took ollico. To come near home, 
the central achuolliouse has been improved 
and two ward schools have been built and 
eqaippeilund placed under efficient munage- 
jneut, and the board have now $500U iu 
hand for the ereotion of a new high school. 
'Furthermore, iu lUSl tho ainouut asked for 
school purposes liy the late governuient was 
oul}' Su'i.iyiJ. Last session llieuuiouiit ob- 
tuiued by the present governnjeiit Ironi the 
house for the same object was ;ya'.i,2 )5, an 
increase of about i)3U,0(JU!!! We mention 
theso laots to remove from the minds of 
the public the ideu that our esteemed con- 
temporary and a member of the board have 
sedulously tried to inculcate iu the public 
mind, viz: that the Stuitbe government are 
dTesirottS of breaking down the school sys- 
tem which they are devoting their energies 
and a considurable percentage of the rev- 
enue to sustain. And the effort to mi.x up 
politics with school matters is, to our niiud, 
very discredilaljle. Tlie political hue of a 
candidate for trustee honors, any more 
than the color of his skiu or the cut of his 
coat, ought not to iiiliueuco electors one 
way or another in luakiug their choice; and 
..the stacemeiit of our e. c. that a majority 
of the candidates are supporttrs of the 
governmeut, shows the drift and aim of the 
W^tex. Ho sees in the trustee election no- 
Uimg but au opportunity to spout politics! 
politics I 'politics ! — the very last thing that 
ought to be spoken in the same breath with 
free education. If our esteemed contem- 
porary was not an old bachelor, with ni'itlier 
chick nor child of his own to be educated, 
bo would look upon free schools as creatcil 
for a higher and nobler end than that lo 
which he desires to prostilnto them. That 
the editor of this jourual is a suppoiter of 
the local governmeut is true; but the elec- 
tors might as well be called ou to reject Mr. 
Chambers — who is an employe of the Do- 
minion governmeut— -as to reject Mr.liig- 
gins because his political views may not be 
in accord with thosu of the editor of the 
Staaidard. If elected we shall put forth 
every efl'ort to advance and improve the 
nou-sectarian free .school system in every 
branch; anil we Lave rensun to Ijelieve that 
most if not all the candiilates are i)repaieil 
to do the same. 

TUE INDIAN OUTBREAK. 

The United States an well as Canada 
are having a troublesome time with their 
Indiana. The Apaches, a warlike tribe 

who occupy portions of Arizona and New 
and Old iVlexieo, hitve broken away t'rMin 
their resurvations and aro leaving liloody 
trails through all tlie settled districts. 
The atrocities tliey have coiniiiitted are 
appalling. A large number of families, 
minora and cowboys have been destroyed. 
fcioniB were liorribly tortured beforo deatli 
came to tlieir relief, One young girl was 
ausponded from a meat hook which was 
forced into llie back of hor head and left 
to perish miserably, Children wore 
impaled aad women and men were dis- 
embowelled while alive ! The San Fran- 
cisco Pij&t, referring to this outbreak, 
says: " llow long would a ;.;ang of white 
murderers, guilty of sucl' horrors, bo 
pormitted to roam at largo I Jf the peo- 
ple of Arizona and New Mexico were al- 
lowed to deal with these barbarous 
wretcbes, we should aoon have an end of 
the atrocities which ao froipieiitly shock 
all save aentiuiontal ladioa and gentlemen 
whose acquaiiitaiico with tlie red nuiii ia 
confined to such of tho race aa are in the 
tobaccoiiinta. liut the regular troops pro- 
tect instead of punisli the savages. Our 
soldiers become a bodyguard to the cap 
tured. braves, and lead them back in 
safety to the reaorvation and unlimited 
frco provisions. 'I'he government's tender 
cunsidoiatiuii for its red wards gives them 
all the eiicourai;ement they need, to go 
upon the war path whenever they feel 
like it. After tho Modoc war live of the 
Indian leaders wero hanged, and the rest 
of tho tribe transported lo Indian torri 
tory. But they had killed army ofhcors, 
ao well as mere civilians. Tiie Aiodocs 
ha.vo given no moro tri'ublo. This Kond 
beginning was, unfurluuately , not fol- 
lowed up, An application of .similar se- 
verity would settle the Apacho i|UU3tioij 
forever. That it has not been settlod 
long ago ia shameful lo tho government. 
There should be nu more coddling of 
those luiinaii beasts of prey — no more 
lazy reservation life, with its free rations 
and blankets. Those uf tliein who have 
been implicated in the recent murders 
should be given the law and rope, and the 
rest of the tribe compelled to choose he- 
tweon work and starvation. "

Nothing that IJeecher does ur says can 
now bo much of a surprise to the world.

It was 
supposed to be dead, but after be- 
ing washed and I'lid out siitldenly 
camo to, and is recovering. lii.l.usper 
county the rivers h.avo all overtlown their 
banks. The bridge on tho Iowa Central 
railroad wnn carried away and two miles 
of track on tli.- Newton ai.i! .Monroe rail- 
road was waslifil ,iit .\ 1 ll.ilhur t.-ti 
freight cars wore blown fi-Mui the tiaek 
into the ditch. Crops sutfered hut little.

Her Majesty, by and with tho advice 

and consent of the senate and hou.^^o of 
comniona of Canada, enacts as follows: 

1. In this act the exiiression "package" 
inuaiiB every tin, can or package in which 
articles or gouda aro put up for .sale and 
which are closed by being hermetically 
sealed. 

2. Except in the case of goods p leked 
previously to thu passing of this act, 
every package ..f canned goods sold or 
ofl'ered for salu in Canada after thu first 
day of .January, 18S(>, shall have attached 
thereto or imprinted tlieruon a label or 
stamp, setting forth in legible characters 
tho name and addru.ss uf the person, firm 
or company by whom the same was 
packed, or of tho dealer who soils thu 
aamu or offers it for sale. 

3 Every such package containing goods 
proparod from products which have been 
dried previously to being so prepared, 
shall, in addition, bu labelled or slunipud 
with the word "soaked," 

4. Every ppraon who anils or oH'ers for 
sale any audi goods in viidation i t any 
provision of this aection shall, for a first 
ofreuce, incur a penalty of two dollars for 
each such package, and for a sul).seipiuiit 
otl'enco a punalty not exceeiliiig twenty 
dollara and not less than four dullais for 
each such paaaaffe in respect of which any 
such provision has been violated. 

5 Every person who places on any 
package any lalud, brand or niaik \.hicli 
falsely rupruaents the quanlity ■■v ^^ eight 
of the contents of such pack ige, aliall in- 
cur a penally of twu dcdiard for cucli 
package on which the quantity or iveight 
is so fakioly repreaunted: Providml al- 
ways, that a variation under thu r.ito ol 
three per cent shall mrt lie deemed a vio- 
lation of the piovinions of this section. 

b. Every person who phicos on any 
package any label, brand or mark wliicli 
falsely repreaents the date when tho arti- 
cle or goods contained tlieroiii were 
packed, Hhall incur a penally .d i .'. ^ dol 
lara for each package on «hicli aiu h il.ite 
is falsely represented. 

7. The foregoing provisimis of this act 
shall not up|ily to such foreign goods of a 
description not put up in Canada as aru 
excepted from thu operation of J his act 
by the governor in council. 

8. Section four i t' mu act passoil in the 
forty seventh yu.ii' . f Her Majesty a ruigii 
and chaptered thirty six is hereby re 
pealed.

'I'hey 
got it from some ono they know in the 
old country at leas price than it will be 
sold to foreigners. They ciin secure a 
better grade than other buyers, too, be- 
cause they know what they are buying 
and it is useleos for their coiintrynieii to 
try to impose upon tluiin, 

"Tho Cliiiieae laugh at otlu'r peniile for 
putting oreaiii and sugar in lea. They 
always drink it clear. 'I'licy comoiicr that 
it destroys the bmupiut entirely to mi.x it 
with anything else. The .Ameiictui tea- 
traders never put in sugar or mill;, and 
epicures iu Europe seldom drink their tea 
other than plain. 

"In tho interior of both China and 
Japan there are tea houses every little 
distance. Sugar, uxcept ni the raw state, 
is seldom seen except alotig the coast If 
you should ask for sugar for your tea at 
ono of these little refrcahniciit h(ui.".e;! the 
attendants would not know what you 
meant. If you made them unJerstatid .a 
girl would, probably, run to tho nearest 
shop and return with a little unretined 
sugar in the palm of her hand. 

"The tea leaves are picked by men, wo- 
men and children, who yet from ten to 
fifteen cents per day for their hibor. 'I'he 
owner of tho plantation also furnishes 
their board while working. The most 
expensive tea at home, wliich ia never al- 
lowed to go out of Ihe country, is picked 
with the greatest care to keep the loaves 
intact and unbruised. This tea sella in 
China for ^20 and more per pound. There 
is tea, to;), thtit sells for less than five 
cents a pound there. 

"American people have three things to 
learn before they will have good tea. llow 
to buy it, how to make it and how to 
drink it."
